Senator Norris today eliminated 
himself as a possible third party 
candidate for president in 1932. 


At the same time the Ne- 


braska independent served no- 
tice he would begin in the next 
congress a fight for abolition of 
the electoral college provision oi 
the constitution "so it-would be 
possible for a man to run inde- 
pendent of .any party in the 
United States." 


Commenting on the letter of 


Dr. John Dewey, head of the 
league for independent politiqal 
action, suggesting that Norris 
leave Republican ranks and lead, 
a third party movement, the Ne- 
braskan told newspapermen it 
would be futile to try to organ- 
ize another political faction with 
any hope of success as long as 
the electoral college exists. 


While this statements-was re- 


garded as eliminating Norris for 
the time being as a candidate 
two years hence, early specula- 
tion on the next presidential 
face continued to keep such 
names as Borah of Idaho and 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania to the 
fore. Both, however, have given 
no intimation of their intention. 


When asked what the Repub- 


lican independents of the west 
might do to "influence" the 1932 
election, Senator Norris said if 
the Democrats nominated a real 
"progressive," many of the group 
would support him. Norris, who 
bolted his party two years ago 
to vote for Alfred E. Smith, 
Democratic nominee, did not 
commit himself on that point 
but indicated he would do like- 
wise.

provides about as clear and logical an account of 
the reason for the business depression as we have 
yet seen. 


He points out that the tremendous expansion 


in the nation's purchasing power during the 
period that ended to the stock market crash was 
not caused by any changes to the regular com- 
mercial banking structvire. Such things as brok- 
ers' loans—-ordinarily called the "invisible bank-, 
ing system"—put enormous .sums of money on 
the market. These loans came largely from sour- 
ces other than banks. Money became extremely 
plentiful; and Mr. Stephenson remarks: 


"The inflation of purchasing power in the- 


Onited States during the period of the boom 
through the operation of these various factors 
was probably as great as this country has ever 
seen. Obversely, the sudden cessation of their 
activity constituted one of the greatest instances 
of the contraction of effective purchasing power 
to the nation's history. 


"The result was much the same as if from 


under a generally expanded banking structure 


tion, which would -inevitably have been followed 
by sharply falling prices arid degression. 


-The impact of such a blow would of itself have 


been enough to stagger the nation and leave it 
prostrate for many months, even, if it had not 
already been overburdened under unrealized con- 
ditions of overproduction and swollen inventories 
which subsequent events have shown were also 
present. 


••The contraction of purchasing power describ- 


ed in the foregoing, therefore, of itself suddenly 
left the market in a state of overproduction al- 
most overnight. Manufacturing and sales pro- 
grams were generally based on a state of affairs 
that abruptly terminated. Even before this, the 
productive machinery of the United States in 
many lines had been geared up to such a pitch 
as to be able to turn out more goods than even 
the 1928 and 1929 markets could absorb without 
a considerable amount of price concessions, 
which of course aggravated the case." 


Many factors operated to bring about the de- 


. pression, of course. But Mr. Stephenson's ac- 
count is worth a great' deal pf study.

Ashbel Parsons Willard, was \ Buchanan, 
Governor 
Willard 


our eleventh governor, born in 
Oneida county, New .York, Oct. 
31, 1820. 
-was 
one of the 


youngest, as.well as one of the 
most brilliant of those who ever 
filled the office. Graduating at 
Hamilton college, he chose law 
as a vocation and began practice 
at Marshall, Mich., remaining 
there only a short time, when he 
went to Texas, making the trip 
on horseback. Coming back he 
stopped at Carrollton, Ky., where 
he. taught a' term to the city 
school. 


Willard was an intense Depio- 


crat, and he soon entered 'into 
the exciting Polk-Clay cam- 
paign, then an exciting event, 
and he stumped the state for 
James K. Polk, under the banner 
of "Polk, Dallas and Texas." At 
N.ew Albany, Ind., lie created' so 
favorable an impression, by one 
of his political speeches, that he 
was invited by a body of repre- 
sentative citizens to locate in 
that city, which he did. Taking 
an active part to civic affairs, 
tie was elected to the state 
legislature, where he was chosen 
chairman of the committee, on 
Ways and Means and leader of 
the House. 


In 1852 he was ejected Lt. 


Governor and made an enviable 
record as presiding officer of the 
Senate. In 1856 he was elected 
governor, defeating Oliver Ferry 
Morton. After his election, he 
visited the Mississippi legisla- 
ture, by invitation; and made a 
good impression, by delivering a 
patriotic speech. In I860, then to 
failing health, he attended a 
Democratic convention, at Col- 
umbus, Ind-, when owing' to 
wrangle, some oqp called for 
cheers lor the Republican canr 
djdate for Congress, which so 
aroused Willard, that he mount- 
ed the platfrom and made an 
mpassioned appeal for har- 
nony, during which he was 
aken to Minnesota, .seeking, 
health, but his illness increased, 
until he died October 5, I86p, 
being the .first governor 
state to die in office. 


Abram Adams Hammpnd suc- 


ceeded WiUard as twelfth, gover- 
ior of Indiana. He was born at 
Srattleborp, 
Verjijpnt, 
March 


21,1814, and when six years told, 
came with his parents, -to 
Brookville, Ind., where after .fln^ 
shing school, he began study of 
law, in the office of'JohhRy- 
man and was' admitted to the 
jar. He moved to Greenfield ;in 
1835 and for five:years ^practiced 
law, but being ,dissatisfied," he 
moved to iColumbus,' lhd.> and

When 
Willard died Hammond succeed- 
ed to the office and on Jan. 11, 
1861, delivered his first and only 
message to the legislature. He 
advocated such legislation as 
was calculated to protect the 
ballot box, the establishment of 
a subtreasury and a house of re- 
fuge. .His administration though 
short was able. 


He served as a delegate to the 


peace convention at Washington, 
held t,o bring about peace be- 
tween North and South, which 
was a failure. He was the first 
Lt. Governor of the state to be- 
come governor because of the 
death of -the governor. After his 
term ended, he returned to the 
practice of law, but was badly 
afflicted with rheumatism and 
became so crippled he was ob- 
Iged to use crutches. He died -at 
Denver, Colorado, Aug. 27, 1874 
and was buried at Indianapolis. 


Henry Smith \Lane, pur thir- 


teenth governor, was born in 
Montgomery county, Ky., Feb. 24, 
1811, received a good education 
and was admitted to the bar at 
the age of twenty one, moving 
three years later to Crawfbrds- 
vilie, Ind., where he gained a 
reputation as a lawyer and poli- 
tician. In 1837 he 'was elected to 
the legislature and three years 
later to Congress, defeating Ed- 
ward A. ijannegan. When the 
Mexican W^ir broke out, he made 
[many speeches for action and 
was chosen raajpr arid later'Lt. 
Cpjonel of a regiment and served 
until the ciose.'pf'the'War. 


He was a candidate for con- 


gress in 1848 but was de.fe.ated by 
Joseph E. .McDonald. Lane, had 
always beeii a Wnig, but on the 
organization of the Republican 
party, assumed the leadership of 
that party in 1856, was chosen 
chairman of the national re- 
publican.

young. 


He attended school at the Aca- 


demy of Centerville. With an 
Older brother he learned the 
hatters trade, which he follow- 
ed for four years, when he took 
up law and studied to the office 
of Judge John S. Newman and 
later took a law course at Miami 
university ,at Oxford, Ohio. He 
was elected circuit judge in 1852 
and as such judge presided to 
the Rush Circuit court, then to 
his circuit. Ths office he resign- 
ed to resume the practice of 
law. Morton was born and rais- 
ed a Democrat, but Wayne coun- 
ty now being so strongly Whig 
he had little chance for election 
to any office, so with the repeal 
of the Missouri compromise, he 
joined 'the Peoples party, which 
to 1856, merged into the Repub- 
lican party, and the same year 
was their candidate for Gover- 
nor but defeated by Willard. 


On the resignation of Gover- 


nor Lane he became governor 
and to 1864 was elected Governor 
but like 'Lane, he resigned that 
office to become "U. S. Senator to 
1867 and was re-elected in 1873. 
In April 1861, the Civil war broke 
out to all its fury and the fall of 
Sumpter was the torch that 
lighted the conflagration of in- 
ternecine, bloody warfare which 
lasted four long years. 


From the start Morton was 


harrassed by traitors at home 
and care of our men in the field. 
No story I might write can add 
to, nor detract from, the name of 
Indiana's great war governor, 
nor properly describe conditions, 
as they then existed in Indiana. 
President Lincoln had called for 
75,000 troops tp put down the 
rebellion, when Morton1 .tele- 
graphed him, "On behalf of the 
State of Indiana, I tender you, 
for the defense of the nation, 
and to uphold the authority of 
the Government, ten thousand 
men." Little did either of them 
at that time, dream of t^hc mag- 
nitude of the coming war. 


Indiana not .only sent 10,000 


men; 
but twenty times ten 


thousand—more than two thou- 
sand from our own Rush county. 
.Governor Morton: had the "dis- 
tinction of being the only Lt. 
Governor, in the Union during 
the mo?t part pf the war, as he 


riot elected iGpvernor of In- 


diana until the election of 1864 
and resigned :his office to 1867, 
to be a United States Senator.

Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 26—(AP) 
The industries of the United 
States, says Senator Joe T. Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, may find it 
necessary to adopt a five day 
week to restore the equilibrium 
between the labor supply and 
the demand for laborers. 


The Democratic senate leader, 


in a statement made upon his 
return home from the holiday 
recess of congress, observed that 
"unemployment seems to be in- 
creasing rather than diminish- 
ing" and the substitution of ma- 
chinery for hand labor is revo- 
lutionizing working' conditions 
and throwing millions out of 
employment." 


He said "manifestly it is diffi- 


cult" for the five day week to be 
brought about during an econo- 
mic crisis like the present, and 
that it, like the proposed estab- 
ishment of reserves for unem- 
ployment, is of permanent rath- 
er than temporary character. 


"Many characteristics," said 


the senator, "indicate that mere 
temporary measures will be in- 
sufficient. Although, of course, 
they first must be considered." 


He added that the $116,000,000 


appropriated by congress 
for 


speeding up public works "ap- 
pears inadequate."
